Amendment  No .  7  to  Service  and  Regulatory 
Announcements  (B.  A.  E.)  No.  125. 


By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  ty  the  United  States  Cotton  Standards  Act  of 
March  4,  1923  (U.  S.  C,  title  7,  sees.  51-65),  as  amended 
March  4,  1933  (47  Stat.  1621),  I,  H.  A.  Y^allace, 

Secretary  of  Agriculture,  do  make,  prescribe,  publish  and 
give  public  notice  of  the  following  amendment,  which  shall 
be  in  force  and  effect  on  and  after  this  date,  to  the  reg- 
ulations of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  under  said  Act. 

In  regulation  12  strike  out  section  1  and  substitute 
therefor  the  following: 

Section  1,  Paragraph  1.    Practical  forms  of  any  of 
the  official  cotton  standards  of  the  United  States  enum- 
erated in  this  paragraph,  each  certified  under  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  and  under 
the  signature  of  the  Secretary,  thereto  affixed  by  him- 
self or  by  some  other  official  or  employee  of  the  depart- 
ment thereunto  duly  authorized  by  him,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  standards  for  grade  and  color  accompaxiied  by  pho- 
tographs representing  the  cotton  in  such  practical  forms 
on  the  date  of  certification,  will  be  furnished  to  any 
person  requesting  the  same,  upon  prepayment  of  the  cost 
thereof  as  determined  by  the  Secretary,   subject  to  the 
other  conditions  of  this  section.

Par.  2.    Each  application  for  practical  forms  of  the  offi- 
cial cotton  standards  shall  be  upon  a  "blank  furnished  or  ap- 
proved "by  the  "bureau,  shall  "be  signed  "by  the  applicant,  and 
shall  he  accompanied  "by  certified  check,  draft,  post-office 
money  order,  or  express  money  order,  paya'ble  to  the  "U.  S. 
Department  of  Agriculture,"  in  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover 
the  cost  of  the  forms  requested,  and  shall  incorporate  the 
following  conditions: 

(a)  That  no  practical  form  of  any  of  the  official  cotton 
standards  or  of  the  tentative  standards  for  the  preparation 
of  long-sta,ple  cotton  shall  "be  considered  or  used  as  repre- 
senting such  standards  after  the  date  of  its  cancellation  in 
accordance  with  this  section  or  in  any  event  after  the  expi- 
ration of  18  months  following  the  date  of  its  certification: 
Provided,  That  sets  of  practical  forms  stored,  protected,  and 
preserved  in  accordance  with  certain  agreements  for  the  adop- 
tion of  universal  standards  may  he  used  for  such  periods  as 
may  "be  prescribed  in  such  agreements:    Provided  further.  That 
such  sets  approved  at  the  universal  cotton  standards  confer- 
ence of  1933  and  stored,  protected,  and  preserved  in  accord- 
ance with  said  agreements  may  be  used  until  August  20,  1936, 
the  effective  date  of  the  revised  universal  standa^rds  for  the 
grade  of  Aznerican  upland  cotton. 

(b)  That  said  practical  forms  and  the  photographs  accom- 
panying them  shall  be  subject  to  inspection  on  any  business 
dpiy,  between  the  hours  of  9  a.  m.  and  4  p.  m.  ,  by  the  Secre- 
ta,ry  or  by  an  officer  or  ar';;ent  ei  the  Depa.rtment  cf  Agricul- 
ture authorized  by  the  chief  of  the  burea.u. 
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(c)  That  the  signature  Of  the  Secretary-' certifying  to 
any  practical  forms,  or  any  photograph  of  any  t;^^e  or 
sample  of  said  pra,ctical  forms  accompanying  the  same, 
or  "both,  may  "be  .  ca.nceled'  if  it  "be  fomid,  upon  such  in- 
spection, either  that  any  of  said  forms  for  any  reason 
misrepresents  the  official  cotton  standards  or  that  o,ny 
such  photogr£ph  has  "been  altered  or  mutilated.
